Ho always blows his nose with a pocket handkerchief when he has a cold, 
aud is constantly making good resolutions, which he never fulfils, to get 
up early in the worning. On the waole he is a most gentlemanly whale, 
and is full of good wishes for his present host, whom he trusts will give 
him an unlimited supply of pickled eels, bread and butter, and Dublin 
stout. He is“ at home” from ten in the morning till bed-time. 


PROFESSOR BLACKIE AND THE APOSTLE PAUL. 


sou £. BLACKIE—poet, philosopher, patriot, and professor—is in 
many ways one of the most extraordinary men of theage. In appear- 
ance, character, and intellect, he stauds alone. He and his students 
are constantly coming into collision; yet no professor was ever better 
loved by his students than he is. As a platform speaker, he has few 
equals; yet even as an orator he sometimes conducts himself pretty much 
ag a circus clown might be expected todo. As a thinker and a writer, he 
also dwells apart. You never know where you have him; but he never 
fails to be passively tolerable, if not positively enjoyable. The Professor 
has been travelling in distant lands lately. In his journeyings to and fro 
he went one day to Ephesus, and naturally began to think while there of 
the Great Apostle of the Gentiles. This is how he winds up his account 
of the affair :—' This is all I have to say about Ephesus. No doubt you 
will think it sufficiently dry. So do I; but it is not more dry than the 
mummy of Cheops, the builder of the great pyramid. All archwology is 
in fact a dey science; it wants the sap of life: and 
‘ My loves are with the living, not the dead,’ 
as one of your own poets says. Nevertheless, there is a charm about these 
old dusty localities that no juice of the present can supply. For me, hating 
as I do all artificial systems of mnemonics, I use typography as a natural 
and most effective peg on which to hang all manner of things and 
a few others. Confessedly, also, even by very prosaic people, to 
have stood on the tomb of Themistocles, or on the ground where 
St. Paul delivered one of his grand evangelic discourses, will be a matter 
of boastful memory more than to have dined with the Lord Mayor or to 
have breakfasted with Mr. Gladstone. Our party certainly returned 
marvellously well pleased with what they had seen ; and, as a sinale, when 
refreshing ourselves at the inn, before starting for Smyrna, the spirit

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THE PARIS EXHIBITION. 
‘FROM OUR OWN SPECIAL COMMISSIONER. }

ft was with no small surprise that I received an editorial letter last Mon- 
} day, informing me that the editor wished the Exhibition described in 
bad detail, and not in the manner I had intended, and as, with all due 
jeference, I must think the best. There is no doubt that descriptions of 
s minute character not only become tedious, but are positively inartistic. 
What the educated public want, is a few sweeping touches of the pencil, 
vhich make the scene stand out, not in microscopic minuteness, but in 
jroad and impressive effect. I object to pre-Raphaelitism both in painting 
and in literature, and in a very few words I think I can give solid reasons 
for the objection. —— 

(We have cut out all the solid reasons. Our Commissioner’s chief 
hnsiness is not to explain his views, but to do as he is told,—Eprros, } 

However, in accordance with the editorial request, I proceed to describe 
the Exhibition in detail. It is very dry work; it will take some thousands 
of years; and it will lead to enormous consumption of liquor, but a special 
commissioner in these days is equal to anything, especially as he now may 
live in hopes of receiving some condescending praise from noble lords at 
a annual press dinner, which is chiefly remarkable for the absence of 
press men. To begin with, then, let us retrace our footsteps to the 

BRITISH ANNEXE, 


and commence our detailed description in the Machinery Department. 
Amongst the multifarious mechanical specimens was one that particularly 
stack me on account of its simplicity, strength, and usefulness. It con- 
sists of two poles, about five feet each in length, on which are laid several 
planks, forming a kind of floorhalf way up the poles. Round this floor are 
placed four additional planks, which serve as sides, and then you have a 
sort of box, without cover, laid on the two poles. Just beneath the box 
atone end, is a large wheel, accurately placed midway between the ex- 
tremities of the poles, to which it is fastened by iron clamps. Now, if 
you take hold of the poles at the other end and push against the 
wachine, you can propel it forward on this wheel easily, and it will 
cary in the box any weight that may be placed there, if the 
person who works the machine is strong enough to lift the weight. 
Beneath the poles, and just under the top end of the box, two upright 
pieces of wood are placed, and when at rest the machine, instead of lying 
alnost on the ground, is supported at one end by the wheel, and at the other 
by these two uprights. This admirable contrivance for lightening labour 
deserves to be thoroughly known and universally adopted. It is called a 
“wheelbarrow,” but the inventor, with a modesty which does him credit, 
has forborne to put his name before the public, so that I am unable to 
py to him personally the homage which is due to his brilliant inventive 
genius, Next we come to a new kind of steam engine, which, I am told, 
is constructed with a view to getting the greatest possible amount of 
power with a very small expenditure of fuel. The engine consists of 
pistons, cylinders, vapour boxes, shafts, bolts, bars, wheels, screws, cogs, 
valves, &e., all of which are fitted together in a most workmanlike man- 
ter, aud pexform their various functions in a very satisfactory manner. 
With the aid of this engine you can draw loads, waggons, treos, bales, 
ships, and all other kinds of bodies. That is, I mean, you can draw them 
long, not draw them on paper or on canvas, which is the work of a 
drawist or a paintist, rather than of a steam engine. Another machine, 
which particularly struck me, was a beer engine of a new and improved 
kind. But to see this properly at work we had better go into the British 
refreshment bar at the end of the aisle, where the engine is constantly at 
work the whole of the day. I have watched its performances there for 
two hours at a time, and can bear the highest testimony to its efficiency. 
The beer comes up from the easks below through india-rubber pipes, and 
Consequently does not acqnire that metallic taste which the passage 
trough lead gives it, and so thoronghly air-tight is the whole of the 
mechanism that it is quite impossible for the malt liquor to get flat. Not, 
ofcourse, that that is any object to me. I am quite indifferent to the quality 
f alcoholic or malt liquors, which I use very sparingly — despite 
2 editorial footnote to my last week’s letter—but I like to see 
agenuity well applied, and surely it cannot be better applied 
than to the perfection of beer engines, unless it is to the improvement of 
t. However, we must leave this and proceed to the next stand, which 
luppens to contain a case of Sheffield cutlery, This I will describe in 
, Kcording to my instructions. Premising, then, that all the articles 
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are very highly finished, I may say that the case contains a knife with 
two blades, a knife with three blades, a knife with four blades and a 
toothpick ; then a knife with six blades, a toothpick, a corkscrew, and @ 
gimlet; also another knife with seven blades, a saw, a pair of scissors, a 
chest of drawers, a wardrobe, a handcart, and another blade, which 
makes eight instead of seven, In addition to these, the case contains a 
button-hook, a pair of tweeserg, six table knives, a dagger, and a carving 
knife. Unfortunately I am not able to describe this case in further detail, 
because I have lost some of the leaves of my notebook on which I jotted 
down these memoranda. These samples will, however, serve to show the 
nature of the case, and I will make amends by describing in greater detail 
the contents of the box next to it, which also happens to contain Sheffield 
cutlery. In this one there are a knife with two blades, a knife with three 
blades, a knife with four blades and a toothpick———[No you don’t, we've 
had enough of this—Ep.} As you see the detailed description of these 
things occupies a considerable space, that might have been more _profit- 
ably occupied if I had given a record of personal experiences, which would 
have been useful to any of my readers who intend to visit the Exhibition. 
However, I must of eourse follow my instructions, though I certainly 
shall not be able to describe a fiftieth of the Exhibition in detail, even if I 
live for a hundred years. 

[Our Commissioner has certainly turned out to be one of the most 
extraordinary asses that over left these shores. He interprets our request 
for a “more detailed description’? of the Exhibition, by writing a lot of 
rigmarole about a wheelbarrow ! then telling us the materials of which a 
steam engine is made, and afterwards giving a catalogue of the contents 
of cases of cutlery. We have printed this letter on account of the really

Walking slow to beating bosom surest solace soonest gives, 
Liberates the brain o’erloaded—best of all restoratives. 
Nay, do I forget the open vast where soon or late converged 
Ways though winding ?—world-wide heayen-high sea where music slept 
or surged 
As the angel had ascendant, and Beethoven’s Titan mace 
Smote the immense to storm, Mozart would by a finger’s lifting chase ? 
Yes, I knew—but not with knowledge such as thrills me while I view 
Yonder precinct which henceforward holds and hides the Dear and True, 
Grant me (once again) assurance we shall each meet each some day, 
Walk—but with how bold a footstep! on a way—but what a way !

© serions business; their object is to examine Paris gasworks ; and if 
they could only give us in our gloomy streets as much light as shines 
at night upon the spacious thoroughfares of Paris, there are few of 
Wwho would grudge them the expenses which the ratepayers will have 
pay. But gay Lutetia is a large place, and a close examination 
ao the manner in which it is illuminated may lead the members 
the deputation into places where illumination of quite another 








kind is to be found. Mabille, the Jardin Bullier, the Closeries 
des Lilies, to say nothing of Valentino’s, which is so conveniently 
placed for dwellers in the English hotels, are all examples of brilliant 
lighting such as some of our local legislators may wish to inspect; and 
the danger is great lest the light should be too strong, and the poor moths 
should flutter around it long after they ought to be in bed. 





It is a singular proof of the poverty of our language that a spritely and 
versatile contemporary should be able to find no other word than gentle- 
man to describe the Conservative orator who added the assertion that Mr. 
Gladstone was a ‘“ sentimental lunatic” to a list of similarly refined 
epithets long enough to fill a book as large as the yearly file of the J'imes, 





‘*T am assured on good authority,” as those awfully omniscient London 
correspondents say, that a much larger number of persons than I imagined 
are interested in that curious circular about miscellaneous mothers and 
accidental children to which reference was. made in your columns last 
week, Not only were several knowing men of the world hoaxed by its 
official appearance ; but it seems that the Government have been gravely 
interrogated as to the motive and meaning of the inquisitorial demand. 
A Manchester merchant, who was the host of one of the heroes of the 
Ashantee campaign, showed the circular with its inclosure to a member of 
Parliament who is a large cotton spinner, and the representative of a 
borough which is not a hundred miles from Moses Gate, if anyone knows 
where that is, and the member of Parliament crossed from the Liberal 
benches, on which he sits, to the Ministerial benches, to ask a sucking 
Statesman, who happens to hold office, what in the world it meant. The 
reply did not reach the gallery; but from the fact that the M.P. and the 
embryo Minister were seen to indulge in hearty laughter it is to be assumed 
that a satisfactory denial was given to the statement that the Govern- 
ment were conducting an inquiry into the numbers and whereabouts of the 
illegitimate children in Manchester, 





I used to wonder who made the magistrates, but now, in maturer years, 
I only wonder on what grounds magistrates are made. Many additions 
have been made to the bench since Colonel Taylor has been Chancellor of 
the Duchy, and in nearly every case one wants to know que diable fait il 
dans cette galére. Is it that the Government want to orientalise our 
institutions still further by following the Eastern plan of making judges 
of those who are nearest in affinity to the very classes who supply. the 
judges with constant employment, or is it that the Conservative theory 
discovers the fitting qualifications in unscrupulous partisanship and the 
unceasing pertinacity of the aspirant to magisterial honours? The question 
derives particular interest at this moment from the fact that an extra- 
ordinary rumour is circulating in Salford to the effect that another re- 
markable addition is about to be made to the borough bench. There are 
several reasons, which it would not be seemly to mention at present, why it 
should be hoped that the report is incorrect. 





SIGNALS OF DISTRESS. 


ALES is well known as a stronghold of Liberalism. Yet Conger- 
vative papers continue to hold their heads above water, here and 
there, throughout che Principality, though often showing signals 

of distress. That they should contrive to exist at all has long been a 
puzzling problem. How isit? Mr. Watkin Williams, M.P., has let in 
some little light on the subject’ in a letter to a Wrexham contemporary. 
A Conservative organ, started a few years ago, sought to obtain notoriety 
by vulgarly abusing Mr. Williams. But even that did not answer the 
purpose. Signals of distress continued to be exhibited from time to time. 
Only a few months ago a pitiful appeal was sent to leading Conservatives 
in North Wales, asking for increased pecuniary support, from which it 
appears that, besides the original capital, Sir Watkin Wynn, Bart., has 
paid £2,870, and Mr, Kenyon (Conservative candidate for the Denbigh 
Boroughs) £600. Some twenty other noblemen and gentlemen have also 
paid between them nearly £1,600 more to keep the Conservative journal 
afloat, and now “ the financial condition of the paper has become a matter 
for immediate and serious consideration,” as not only are these sums 
swallowed up, but £2,000 more is required to pay off debta and to start 
afresh, and a regular subsidy of £300 per annum to carry it on. In effect, 
something like £9,000 has been paid, or is owing, by the few Conservatives 
of North Wales to create a paper which in nine years has obtained a 
circulation of only two thousand. The secret history of not a few Con- 
servative papers nearer home would be equally interesting and instructive. 
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THE PREMIER'S PORTRAIT. 


‘ Qn readers do not need to be told that the Scotsman—the Times of | 


Scolland—is not an extreme paper. In fact, it belongs to the old 

Whig set. Yet on this Eastern Question it has been as thorough- 
going the most Radica] journal iv the land. Lately, in connection 
with the debates on the bringing of native Indian troops to Europe with 
out the consent or knowledge of Parliament, the Scotsman has been walk- 
ing into Beaconsticld's affections in no half-hearted style. After speaking 
of the Prime Minister's triumphs in necromantic art, our able contem- 
porary goes on to say this :— 

‘‘When the Tory party surrended themselves body and soul to their 
present Master, it was on the understanding that they should possess 
without stint all the sweets of power, aad, as is usual in bargains of the 
sort, that he should ‘possess’ them in turn. He has been better than 
his promises. Nothing that a fertile imagination could invent or that 
money could purchase has been spared in order to captivate their senses. 
For four years one magical surprise hag followed on another ; they have 
been kept in a continual state of Yewildered delight by the imposing 
pageants that have been made to pass before their eyes. Instead of 
prosaically staying at home and attending to the weary accumulation of 
work there, they have been indulged with a mad-brained scamper over the 
Continent, and with roystering and racketting to their hearts’ content. 
To pay their scores the hand has been dipped freely into the national 
purse. Sometimes they have been lulled to sleep by opiates, and 
then again stimulated by forbidden pleasures; but the effect in either 
case has been to inerease the potency of the spell that binds them. 
Two things were needed here—-great boldness and adroitness in the 
art of hocus-pocus on the part of the operator, and, still more 
important, great capacity of being duped on the part of those operated 
upon. Neither condition has been wanting, more especially the latter. 
It was not, however, until the audacious idea was hit upon of taking 
liberties with the Bill of Rights and the privileges of Parliament that the 
will of the Ministerialists was fairly carried captive. They are the self- 
declared champions of the Constitution, and their enthusiasm at wit- 
nessing how pliable its most stringent rules and principles can be made 
by clever manipulation, and how easily it can be twisted to suit party 
ends, naturally ates no bounds. Conservatism, like everything else, has 
its stages of progress—in the matter of expenditure, for instance, its 
development is probably unlimited. We should in these times hold our- 
selves prepared for any surprise; but it is diffieult to conceive that the 
supporters of the Government can advance nearer than they are to the 
stage of unquestioning obedience, Their guide has conducted them to 
the very innermost thicket of the Enchanted Ground, and they have 
become an enchanted party.” 

After referring in detail to the different Ministerial speeches on the 
subject—one Minister contradicting another—the Scotsman significantly 
adds: “ Though the discord were ten times as loud and confusing, there 
would be no trace of it in the division list. Whatever may be the blunders 
of the fuglemen, the rank and file have been thoroughly drilled in the 
lesson that their simple duty lies in presenting their noses to be counted 
at the proper sign, so that their manipulator may point to them and say 
that these noses represent public opinion. Ag to the significance of the 
noses, the country already knows the tale of them by heart, and perhaps 
has an inkling regarding their average sagacity.”” Our contemporary 
proceeds as follows ; 

‘Tt still remains to be proved that the nation, as well as the Parlia- 
mentary majority, is enchanted, Should it really turn out that this is the 
case, we have lively times before us. With &s troupe in such thorough 
training and subordination, and with the whole world as a stage on which 
to exhibit his mesmerie skill and tricks of legerdemain, it will be strange 
if our Magician does not show us something to make the most stolid and 
unreflecting among us open.his eyes, The prospect is an exciting one, 
but there is an uncomfortable reflection that breaks in on one while con- 
sidering it. The country must school itself to bear with equanimity the 
thought that it cannot go on for ever. What will become of the puppets 
in less skilful hands? How will even a bewitched country like to have its 
destinies controlled by irresponsible automatons, and dependent on the wild 
chance of their acting rationally? How shall we like the exhibition when 
there will be no longer even the artistic pleasure of watching the skill and 
a of the movements to make amends for the mischief? A mad 
yull in a china shop, or an enchanted elephant running riot in a bungalow 
(now that our Government is assimilated with that of the people of India 
we must cultivate Oriental similes) are but weak images of the ravages that 
are likely to be worked on all we have been accustomed to hold precious. 
These, however, are considerations with which we need not just at present 
concern ourselves. What must be frankly admitted is that the flying leap 
that our Mystery Man has taken through the Constitution, carrying with 
him all but two or three joints of his tail, as well as some of the looser 
and lichter materials on the Opposition benches, if it cannot be commended 
in other respects, is unprecedented and inimitable as a feat of jugglery.” 

Perhaps the Earl of Beaconsticld may tell us some day how he likes 
the picture. We like it not a bit, chiefly because it is drawn to the life.

THE THEATRES. 


' wHE success which has attended the Sorcerer since its first production 
‘h) at the Opera Comique, in November last, has been continued at the 

” Prince’s, in Manchester, the opera having been most enthusiastically 
received by a crowded house on Monday evening. The fun with which it 
abounds, although not of a very robust nature, is exquisitely charming ; 
the situations, unnatural as to some extent they may be, are none the less 
amusing on that score; the libretto is full of quaint humour and sly 
burlesque, and is wedded to music of the most sparkling character. The 
natural result is, that Messrs. Gilbert and Sullivan have made another 
triumph. 

The scene opens in the garden of “ Sir Marmaduke Pointdextre” (Mr. 
Arthur Rousbey), whose son “ Alexis” is shortly to be formally betrothed 
to “Aline” (Miss Duglas Gordon). A number of villagers are assembled 
on the lawn, and in a pretty chorus greet the happy pair. ‘ Alexis,” 
whose ideas on matrimonial alliances are not those generally accepted by 
most matter-of-fact people, and who is desirous of making everybody 
happy, proposes to “‘ Aline” to try the effects of a love potion upon the 
villagers, and accordingly calls in the aid of ‘Mr. Wells,” of the firm of 
“J, W. Wells and Co., Sorcerers, St. Mary Axe.’’ After some amusing 
discussion as to the quantity to be purchased, for, quoth “* Mr. Wells,”’ 
“You can have it in four-and-a-half or nine gallon casks, or in pipes, or 
in hogsheads for laying down,’’ it is decided to administer the potion at 
atea party, which is about to be held in honour of the betrothed. Aun 
exceedingly clever burlesque incantation scene now follows, and the result 
may readilly be anticipated. All social arrangements are tuned com- 
pletely ‘“‘ topsy turvey.”’ Lovers forsake each other in the most un- 
blushing manner, and maidens of bashful eightcen recline in the 
ams of tottering patriarchs. In such ill-assorted couples, all 
the villagers rush to the vicar, ‘ Doctor Daly’? (Mr. Furneaux 
Cook), and implore him to marry them at once. Between them “ Alexis” 
and “‘ Mr, John Wellington Wells’ have made a pretty mess of it, but 
worse follows, ‘‘ Aline” and her lover are the only persons who have not 
partaken of the potion, and the former, to prove her constancy, deciding 
to do so, immediately becomes enraptured with the vicar. Poor “ Alexis”’ 
is left in a terrible fix, and the position is not improved when he is 
informed by ‘‘ Mr. Wells * that the spell can only be broken by one of 
them sacrificing himself. To ‘“‘ Mr. Wells” this plan is not convenient, 
as they are “ taking stock next week.’’ At last, however, he consents to 
carry it out, and after winding up his watch, and carefully putting on his 
gloves, descends amidst sulphurous flames. Things are thus restored to 
their original condition, and everything ends happily. 

Briefly this is the plot of the Sorcerer, and it will easily be seen that it 
affords room for the most exuberant fun. Mr. Gilbert has given us an 
agreeable mingling of graceful fancies and ludicrous positions which is 
simply irresistible, and of which the most vivid description would convey 
but a faint reflex. The management have been particularly fortunate in 
selecting their company. Mr. J. H. Ryley’s ‘‘ Mr. Wells” was e capital 
conception of that prosaic magician, and Miss Gordon made a naive 
“Aline.” In fact, it is somewhat invidious to select any one for special 
commendation, as they are all equally good in their several parts. It is 
rarely we have witnessed a performance with more pleasure, aud we wish 
the Sorcerer a more extended career. 

At the Theatre Royal, on Monday, a dramatic version of That Lass o’ 
Lowrie’s, © story which appeared originally in an American magazine, was 
given for the first time in Manchester. The drama has already had some 
considerable success in London. ‘The scene is laid in the colliery district 
of “ Riggan,” and the dialogue throughout is mainly in what is supposed 
bythe performers to be the Lancashire dialect, but what no Lancashire 
mau will mistake for that classic speech. This difficulty, which might 
have been anticipated, though it may seem to be not a very important 
matter—in Lancashire, at least—completely mars the piece, giving to it an 
tir of such utter unreality, that even the situations where the audience 
ought to be worked up to the highest state of excitement, such as 
the murder seene and the explosion, pass off with absolute tameness, 
the former becoming a hurried farce, and the latter a display of 
tquibs and red fire, interspersed with pistol-shots. The heroine 
of the play, “Liz” (Miss Leclercq), though playing a pathetic and in 
many respects a highly popular part, utterly fails, by mistaking the 
quaker-like speech of the story, with an added sing-song intonation of 
her own, for the Riggan dialect, and with two signal exceptions the rest of 


| The exceptions are, Mr. J. G. Taylor, “‘ Owd Sammy,” who is at once the 
most natural and pleasant character of the play, and Mr. Lyle, ‘* Lowrie,”’ 
who plays the part of the thorough-faced blackguard to perfection. Tho 
play was exceedingly well mounted. To some extent the soenery was tho 
best thing about it, and for this the management of the theatre must take 
credit, 

At the Queen's, the ever green Uncle Tom's Cabin has been produced 
to somewhat indifferent houses.

CORPORATION HIGH JINKS. 


Qe good friends of the Salford Borough Council are no doubt doing 
i much to improve the little kingdom over which they rule supreme 
in matters municipal; but does it never strike them that they make 
rather too much of the things which they do in the shape of opening 
parks, and so forth—that they play rather too “high jinks”’ when they 
get the opportunity? Our experience of the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Councillors of the Borough of Salford leads us to believe that they have 
no little fondness for processions and such like shows, and that they never 
object to arraying their majestic forms in purple and fine linen, and 
marching slowly through the streets, headed by some band playing grand 
processional music, before the admiring eyes of the constituents whose 
interests they serve so well. And we are by no means sure that there is 
not wisdom—good, worldly wisdom—in a little of this. It gives the rate- 
payers an opportunity of seeing what an imposing array of gentlemen 
they have to represent them, and it impresses upon their minds that fact 
which representatives, and more especially representatives who will in a 
short time be seeking re-election, desire may not be forgotten by them— 
that the gentlemen who have the honour of representing the inhabitants 
in the Council are having a jealous and ever-watchful regard for their 
welfare, But a very little of this kind of thing sufficos, so far at least as the 
Jackdaw asa respectable citizen is concerned, and we fear that our Salford 
friends rather overdo it. Civic demonstrations are quite the order of the day 
in the borough, and no single occasion upon which a turn-out of Council 
worthies is at all practicable’is allowed to slip by unnoticed. There is 
always an imposing array on the Sunday following the election of the 
Mayor. His Worship, attended by such Aldermen and Councillors as may 
be religiously minded, goes to the place of worship which he most favours, 
and subsequently there is Corporation sherry and other light refreshment 
provided for those of the party who may feel that they require something 
to assist them in the digestion of the sermon. The opening of parks is 
always made a great occasion for rejoicings, in the shape of bands, 
luncheons, and speechifying; and, if we are not woefully misinformed, the 
erection of large ornamented public lamps has been rejoiced over in a 
somewhat similar, though perhaps less pretentious, manner. It may be 
that all this does not come out of the public purse, but whether it does or 
not matters not to us just now. We are not preaching economy as com- 
pared with lavish expenditure—in fact, wo doubt very much whether we 
should begrudge the borough magnates these little jollifications even if 
the cost of all of them were defrayed out of the rates—but we are 
remarking upon the love for display and demonstration which appears to 
possess the minds of Salford’s representatives. Of course, our remarks haye 
a starting point, and we may state that that starting point is the pomp and 
ceremony which characterised the opening of a playground on Saturday 
last. Everybody will rejoice that the poor little children of Greengate 
have had a playground provided for them, and everybody will praise the 
Council for providing it, and hope that similar places may soon be found 
in other parts of the borough ; but was it necessary to make such a fuss 
about the opening of the 1,200 square yards of land which the Corporation 
have acquired? Why were all those members of the Council called 
together and put in processional array ? Why was the newly-organised 
police band called upon to head the procegsion, and waste its musical 
sweetness on the desert air of Greengate? Why did the Mayor don his 
robes and chain, and the Town Clerk his cocked hat? And why were all 
those noble-looking policemen brought into the district, and, under the 
leadership of the distinguished Chief Constable, placed to such con- 
temptible work as keeping back a crowd of children and adults desirous of 
gazing upon the Mayor's chair of office and the other paraphernalia 
of stato? To what purpose was all this, and what good 
end was served by the consumption of sparkling wines and 
| light edibles by the gentlemen who so kindly devoted their time and

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reason for the proceeding, but are somewhat inclined to think that the 
Mayor's robes and chain and the Town Clerk's cocked hat are responsible 
for it in no small degree, for how could their owners resist the temptation 
of publicly exhibiting them on any and every occasion? Let the 
Mayor and Town Clerk be shorn of these their glories, and there may 
not be, perhaps, so much fuss about such a small matter as opening a 
playground.

“reason why "’ a number of constables should be taken off duty in order 
to celebrate what nobody else in the borough seemed to care twopence 
about, we are not disposed to quarrel with the Mayor for authorising this 
official declaration of the loyalty of his constituents. Precisely at twelve 
o'clock the band went through its performance, but the Mayor did not 
“turn up” until it was concluded, and an order was therefore given for 
the National Anthem to be repeated. This having been done, three very 
faint cheers—what could be expected from a small crowd of women and 
children ?—were given at the call of His Worship, who afterwards 
adjourned with a few jolly-looking councilmen to the Mayor's Parlour. 





Two or three hours later, the Mayor aforesaid, in the course of an address 
at the opening of a public playground in Greengate, expressed the hope 
that from Salford “an example” would go to the working classes in the 
cotton strike districts! What saith Sir John Iles Mantell ? 


Ir is amusing to observe the disregard which playwrights ever and anon 
exhibit in regard to facts.

Axy person who may have been disposed to imagine that all the lunatics 
in this country are kept under restraint must have had his belief rudely 
shaken during the last few days, providing the correspondence columns in 
the Manchester Courier have been perused by him. ‘ A Lancashire Con- 
servative Working Man" writes: ‘‘ What a delightful spectacle must it 
not be to holy Russia to sce the riot and uproar that is going on in the 
manufacturing towns in the North of England..... How Mr. Gladstone's 
friends laugh and gloat over this new difficulty, in the hope that Russian 
aggression will be allowed to pass unehallenged by this godsend of a war 


between capital and labour at home... .. In all probability Russian agents 
themselves are at work amongst us. Let Conservatives and patriotic 
working men come to the front...... It is necessary that they 


should take stock and measure of the most active rioters, and par- 
ticularly of strangers, coming from no one knows where and sent by 
no one knows whom. If they will kill, stone, and thump anyone, 
let it be the secret workers, the men who may be strayers, and 
who generally have a little money, for these are the kind of 
men that are the likeliest to be in Russian pay.” Such un- 
adulterated idiocy as is shown in the foregoing passages it has rarely 
been our lot to meet with. It is nearly equalled, however, by the 
writer of a more recent letter, signing himself “An Old County Magistrate,” 
who insinuates that the sermon delivered by the Bishop of Manchester at 
Blackburn on the 12th, “ has contributed largely to the disgraceful riots,” 
and who impertinently asserts that ‘ the delegates must have been well up as 
to the intended riots if the masters did not submit to their proposals,” and 
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that “‘ Government ought to prosecute them as accomplices before the 
riots took place.” Assuming for the moment that the insane idea that 
political agents have fomented the strike disturbances is correct, what do 
we find? Why, in Preston the Liberals have not a ghost of a chance jn 
parliamentary elections, and the seats are held by two Tories of the most 
pronounced type; and in Blackburn, where the Tories are in a majority, 
do we not find that the principal sufferer by the disturbances is a Liberal 
Colonel Jackson? The letter of “‘ An Old County Magistrate” only serves 
to show that among our unpaid magistracy there are men whose ideas of 
justice are utterly bewildering in their stupidity. 





Tue following extract we copy from the leading article in the Manchester 
Courier of Wednesday:—‘tMr. Jacob Bright has on more than one 
oceasion delivered addresses in Manchester, in which he has set forth, in 
more or less definite terms, the prevailing Gladstonian notion that it 
would be less injurious to the country that the Bussians should"bé'enablad: 
to destroy our Asiatic possessions than that Lord Beaconsfield and his 
colleagues should continue to be the constitutional rulers of the British 
Empire.” We give it publicity, not to ask if any writer for the paper 
believes the statement it makes—we would not insult their intelligence by 
supposing this possible—but we do wish to ask if any writer for the paper, 
or if any proprietor of the paper thinks the readers of the Courier insane 
enough to believe it ? 





Accorpina to the Women’s Suffrage Journal, terrible brutalities continue 
to be perpetrated by husbands upon their wives, but Miss Becker does not 
yet appear at all inclined to favour us with a few particulars, vice versa, 
We will take two cases—on our side of the question—which have this 
week come on for hearing before the Salford stipendiary. William B—., 
a labourer, was charged with loitering in a brickfield in Liverpool Street, 
and attempting to commit suicide. Evidence was given that at half-past 
nine on Saturday night the prisoner, who had shortly before been heard 
to say he was going to burn himself, was found lying against one of the 
brick-kilns, with one side of his clothes nearly burnt off him. Mr. Bennet, 
who appeared for the defence, said, ‘‘ The prisoner is a married man; 
his wife is a very drunken woman ; she has sold up the few things he had, 
and has made his home a perfect hell upon earth. He went from home 
on Saturday night to escape from his wife, and it, was whilst sitting 
among the bricks that his clothes accidentally caught fire.” The prisoner 
was discharged. James T——, a middle-aged working man, of respectable 
appearance, residing in Pendleton, was brought up under a warrant 
charged with having assaulted his wife. The complainant, who betrayed 
the shrew immediately she opened her mouth, alleged that her husband 
had struck her on the head and face. She could not, however, show 
any marks of his violence. The prisoner, who had been arrested 
in consequence of his non-answer to a summons, declared that he had 
done all that man could do to make his home comfortable and his wife 
happy ; that he had himself painted the house from top to bottom, in order 
to make it look pleasanter, and that in many other ways he had striven to 
improve things. He had a grievance : his wife was lazy, so lazy, indeed, 
that he had to clean the floors himself. In answer to the stipendiary, the 
complainant admitted that her husband handed over sufficient money to 
conduct the house upon. Sir John ordered the prisoner's discharge, and 
advised the complainant to go home and behave herself as a wife ought to 
do, instead of widening the breach between her husband and herself. “I 
believe,’ he added, ‘‘ that while husbands are very often guilty of giving 
way to temper and ill-treating their wives, many of the wives are exces- 
sively aggravating to them.” Is it not time that Miss Becker ceased to 
pile up the agony column with regard to the cruelties perpetrated by 
husbands, and, in lieu thereof, endeavour to teach women how to 
behave towards their husbands? At any rate, if she persists in the former, 
she ought in common fairness to do the latter. 





Looxine through a medical periodical, our eyes are arrested by a page of 
advertisements wherein Mr. H. J. Stump, of London, makes known, with 
the aid of letterpress and illustration, what he is prepared to do in the 
stump line. By Mr. Stump “artificial legs, hands, and noses” are 
supplied, and “legs re-adjusted.”
